
Rocky Road revolutionary

What do Haagcn-Dazs ice cream and vis- 
ual pleasure have in common? They arc both 
favourite subjcctsofthcYugoslavian director 
Dusan Makovejev. He has been at McGill all 
week to host a retrospective of his films and 
talk about his approach to the cinema. The 
highlight of the week came early when his 
newest film Manifesto was screened on Mon- 
day. 

Manifesto is Makevojev's fantasy/com- 
edy about the transitional years of post- 
World War I Europe. Formally, the plot fol- 
lows the exploits of a nymphomaniac upper- 
class revolutionary attempting to kill the king 
and to have sex with as many servants and 
fellow rebels as possible. Other characters in 
this sublimely silly film area pédophilie head 
of royal security, a simple-minded elemen- 
tary school teacher, a proto-Nazi insane asy- 
lum magistrate, and a bungling combination 
of secret police officer/fire chief. 

A substantial portion of the film is dedi- 
cated to observing the heroine in various 
stages of undress. As the director put it, 
"there will be plenty of visual pleasure to 
keep you glued to the screen even if you are 
not fascinated with the plot. In fact, the plot 
never resolves itself. The king is not assasi- 
nated, nobody falls in love with anyone, and 
the pedophile does not meet with his end at 
the hands of the authorities." 

The plot seems to be kind of a window 
dressing to paint pretty pictures for the aud- 
lienee to enjoy. Makevejev says that the pri- 



mary influence on the making of the film was 
the packaging of American ice creams. The 
opening sequence cites ice cream as an ele- 
ment of continuity in a world that has been 
upended by the war. Icecream is influential 
because, Makevejev says, "I didn't realize 
that there were so many shades of pink," until 
he saw how ice cream in the States was pack- 
aged. 




But the ice cream connection docs not stop 
there. The director's remarks to the audience 
made it obvious that a sophisticated interpre- 
tation of the film was not what he had in 
mind. He likened the film to the way young 
children participate in fairy talcs: the moral 
lesson never becomes apparent until later. 
The important part for children, and the 
audience of Manifesto, is to lap up the story, 
no matter what it contains. Just like Haagcn- 
Dazs. 

Makevejev has made a name for himself as 
adirectorthroughhisprolificscnsoofhumor; 
he isalso known for hisunderstanding of the 
relationship between shock and eroti- 
cism. Many of his films, such as Love 
Affair, have very minimal plots that 
concentrate on the way that bodies 
look. Both alive and dead. In another 
film, Sweet Movie, he examines the 
limit of the shock effect by having 
one character consume feces. 

Manifesto is rather tame by 
comparison, but it is very much 
like the ice cream that is so her- 
alded in the film. The textures and 
shapes are so much fun to watch 
that one barely notices that the film 
. ’ runs almost two hours. There is an 
ongoing debate in film theory circles 
about therelationshipofvisual pleasure 
to the spectator. This film, as much as any 
movie in recent years, makes a sufficient ease 
for the argument that the audience does in- 
deed consume the images on the screen. 



Banana Architectonics

Even within the banal, subversion can be 
glimpsed, if the artist's eye is sharp enough. 

Architectonics is the chosen title of Tim 
Zuck's current exhibit at Concordia. Archi- 
tectonic means "of or resembling architec- 
ture." Sandra Paikowsky, the curator of the 
exhibit, defined it as "thesystcmaticarrange- 
ment of knowledge", and went on to state 
that Zuck's art is a metaphor for this concept. 

What one actually sees when viewing this 
art is an ordered, flat and distant world. 
Regardless of the particular subject, Zuck's 
approach is always the same — he takes con- 
ventional objects, portrays them with a pho- 
tographic realism, and renders them extraor- 
dinary and inaccessible. He succeedsin doing 
this with still-life subjects, landscapes and 
recognizable sites. 

All of the still-life paintings utilise the 
classical devices of centrality, frontality and 
immobility. By presenting a precise object, 
immediate on the picture plane, the artist 
forces the viewer to confront this image. Zuck 
then manipulates the light and perspective, 
rendering even the common fruit inedible 





and unreal. Sexual connotationsareapparcnt 
in his lianana pictures, though the artist has 
opposed this energy with the dramatic still- 
ness of the object. 

This dramatized stillness is present in the 
landscapes as well. Here Zuck creates pris- 
tine and perfect images which possessatime- 
lessand unreal quality. The landscapes can be 
identified as depictions of Banff, though the 
titles do not allude to this site. Rather the 
artist chooses to entitle his pictures 
descriptively: Mountain, Path and Mountain. 
The dreamy quality of these paintings is at- 
tained through Zuck's use of small scale and 
unnatural light source paired with cool col- 
oursand precise brushstrokes. The miniature 
portrayal makes the viewer seem larger than 
the image, yet by nature the Rockies embody 
sublimity and omnipotence. Zuck has juxta- 
posed the clarity and proximity of the scene 
with the grand, panoramic, view. 

The static depictions may be the result of 
Zuck's artistic process. Most of these paint- 
ingsare based on photographs, thuscliminat- 
ing the preparatory sketches utilised by 



many artists. The photo allows Zuck to thor- 
oughly study his subject so as to determine 
his own composition, perspective and scale. 
Zuck then clears the picture of all extraneous 
details and narrative traits. His images, like 
photos, are fiat, planar objects freoof anecdo- 
tal associations. Stripped bareof function and 
interraction with people, these subjects be- 
come, as Paikowsky points out, receptacles 
for our emotions and associations. In this 
way, Zuck's images take on greater signifi- 
cance than their everyday, banal meanings. 

Opposition is central to Zuck's work, and 
shows itself, as Paikowsky explains, as far/ 
near, openness/density, and unspecified/ 
detailed. This tcchniqucproduccsnotonlyan 
essential tension, but also an incompleteness 
in all the paintings of the show. It is as though 
the artist requires the viewer to complete the 
picture — an active response on our part is the 
key that sets these works in motion.

A growing number of children's 
authors arc beginning to wonder 
what Sleeping Beauty and Robin 
Hood tell their readers about the 
places of men and women in soci- 
ety, and how to counteract that ef- 
fect. 

Telling stories is a method of so- 
cialization: they teach children how 
to think and act according to the 
values they learn from their envi- 
ronment and the books themselves. 
Picture books provide role models 
which arc images of how children 
should behave and appear when 
they grow up. 

Books not only present society's 
values, but they encourage child ren 
to accept societal norms. They can 
forment complicity with Pinochet, 
or encourage conformity with pre- 
determined sex roles. 

By the time children arc seven, 
they have learned what society 
dccmsacccptablcbchaviouraccord- 
ing to their gender. The picture 
books they read up to this agearc re- 
markably influential on their all- 
round development. 

Feminists advocate the extinc- 
tion of picture books with stories 
and images of restricting role mod- 
els: the dominating wage-earning 



male and the passive, housekeep- 
ing female. In the early seventies, a 
numberof studies showed that these 
models were in fact the norm. 

Even Dr. Souss books, which 
contain non-racist content and good 
port rayalsof interpersonal relations, 
arc sexist. All the animals and ob- 
ject s in his stories arc known as "he" 
unless they have a distinct "femi- 
nine" trait. If women are not repre- 
sented in bit parts, the message is 
that they are simply not included in 
the norm of human life and are not 
worth representing. 

Male children arc taught that 
their value as a person isdopendent 
upon how much power they have 
over other people, and that this 
power is achieved by being aggres- 
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sive and exercising physical domi- 
nance. Further, boys arc taught to 
deny or hide their feelings in order 
to avoid vulnerability and subse- 
quently the loss of power over oth- 
ers. 

Competition and power arc not 
themes limited to boys and men. In 
fairy tales, women sometimes use 
violence, magic and manipulation 
to control other women, like the 
stepsisters in Cinderella, the step- 
mother in Snow White, the queen in 
Sleeping Beauty. But powerful 
women are seen as shrews, witches 
and gossips. 

Feminists assert that picture 
books can be used positively to 
change stereotypical representative 
and to therefore change a child's 



and eventually society's develop- 
ment. An author/illustrator can 
introduce non-sexist books into this 
cycle which encourage non-sexist 
thought and behaviour. 

Feminists focus on autonomy in 
order to move women out of the 
traditional roles of nurturers and 
supporters (usually of men), thereby 
eliminating dependency on other 
people for self-definition. This docs 
not deny the importance of nurtur- 
ing, but rejects the appointment of 
women as the keepers of the hearth. 

Are sexist picture books still 
flooding the market? 

The answer is a disheartening 
yes. Little progress has been made 
since the early seventies to provide 
a more balanced representation of 



Racism and the Rushdie affair 



The recent uproar over Salman 
Rushdie's Satanic Verses has stirred 
up a gumbo soup of reaction in the 
Western conscience. Following the 
death threatsof Iran's Ayatollah and 
thelike-minded pronounccmontsof 
fundamentalist leaders in Pakistan 
and India, Western governments 
and media arc hobbling in confu- 
sion to Rushdie's defense, whilst 
holding their pink noses. 

Former U.S. president Jimmy 
Carter, babe of Saudi Arabian oil, 
was quick to declare that concern 
over free speech docs not represent 
any "endorsement of the insult to 
the sacred beliefs of our Muslim 
friends." Pundit William Pfaff of 
the LA Times , on the other hand, 
took advantage of the occasion to 
inform us, "All Muslims.. .arc, in 
principle at least, fundamentalists." 
Another columnist berated West- 
erners for not "understanding" the 
slrcngthof "religious feeling.. .in the 
Muslem world." 

The absurd talk of a peculiar 
"Muslim mentality" reached some- 
thing of an apex in McGill Professor 
Ruth Wissc's March 5 Gazette edito- 
rial. Wisse, who has previously 
written of Arabs as, "people who 
breed and bleed to advertise their 
misery," commented in the column 
about the alleged "self-censorship" 
of Iranian refugees and Muslims in 
general. "Note how softly the Ira- 
nian refugees have moved among 
us since their flight from the Ayatol- 
lah's dictatorship," she mused. 

Perhaps Wissc's column would 
not have turned out so foolishly had 
she bothered to consider that not all 
Muslimsarecithcrreactionarynuts,

ordocilecows. Indeed, on February 
26, a group of fifty prominent 
Montréal Muslims organized to 
protest the Khomeini death threat. 
At a public meeting of several 
hundred people last week, despite 
threats of violence, the Comité de 
Soutien de Rushdie passed a resolu- 
tion which called Khomeini's threat 
"an alarming and intolerable attack 
on fundamental democratic rights," 
and called on the federal and pro- 
vincial governments to "denounce 
(itlinclearand unequivocal terms." 

According to McGill English Pro- 



fessorjaved Malick, who addressed 
the meeting, it is the "compassion- 
ate and humane face of Islam which 
is being attacked and destroyed by 
the fundamentalists.. .(and! right- 
wing politicians in South Asia." 
Rushdie’s book came at an ideal 
time for Khomeini and other Mus- 
lim leaders, whosepolitical statures, 
analysts believe, were faltering in 
the face of rising secularism. The 
book provided a way to whip up 
public support by finding a scape- 
goat for the mood of general discon- 



"In a very shrewd political ma- 
neouver," Malick said, "IKhomcinil 
has tried to implicate the genuine 
anger and bitterness of the third 
world people arising from the expe- 
rience of colonialism and neo-colo- 
nialism. He has described Rushdie 
asa mercenary of the 'devilish' West, 
an agent of the 'Great Satan,' and 
hascalled fora holy waragainst this 
diabolicconspiracy against Islam... 
for his own nefarious purposes." 

In the United States, as well, Arab 
students have organized public 
readings of The Satanic Verses to 
assert their support of free speech. 
But what should be seen as a politi- 
cal affair has been recast as a clash of 
cultures — secular and Islamic— by 
our media leaders, manipulated so 
well, as Malick noted, by Khomeini. 

"One often finds. ..|a| black and 
white division between East and 
West, the same rhetoric of 'the self 
and the other'," Malick explained, 
"the same tendency towards the 
characterization of 'the Orient' as 
homogeneously irrational, back- 
ward... as opposed to the enlight- 
ened, democratic, secular west." 

Almost as a knowing affirma- 
tion of the ethnocentrism Malick 
suggests, a recent New York Times 
Magazine column by William Safire 
concludes from the Rushdie affair 
that the "international conscience" 
sits comfortably only in the enlight- 
ened lap of the West. This is the 
implicit bigotry of media "self-re- 
flection," exposed by the work of 
one brilliant agitator of the imagi- 
nation.

children's role models. A very few 
books, accessible only to the sensi- 
tized rcader/buyer, are beginning 
to change traditional role models. 

Teddy Rabbit (1988) by Kathy St- 
inson and illustrated by Stephanie 
Paulin is a book which teaches a 
child to accept and respect differ- 
ences. The main character, Tony, 
fears his stuffed rabbit will not be 
welcome at the "teddy bears' pic- 
nic." Happily for Tony, the children 
have myriad types of stuffed ani- 
mals and he and his rabbit feel very 
comfortable at the affair. 

Stinson refers to Tony's teacher 
as "Ms. Manning" and women are 
not stereotyped in the illustrations. 
They are mothers, teachers, metro 
guards, musicians. All have indi- 
vidual stylcsand personalities, both 
in the text and illustrations. 

Unlike traditional male protago- 
nists, Tony isshownbcingdomestic 
(ironing his rabbit's clothes) and 
caring (packing his rabbit a lunch 
and hugging it when he thinks it is 
scared). He expresses fear, tondcr- 
ncssand happiness. Heisneverridi- 
culed or punished for expressing 
himself. 

Another pleasing clement is the 
metro guard, a woman who rescues 
Teddy Rabbit from being crushed 
under the train. Though in a tradi- 
tionally male occupation, the 
woman is not rendered as a 'surro- 
gate man', nor is she stcrcotypically 
beautiful. Her actions are quick, 
decisive and authoritative without 
being domineering. Further, horho- 
roic actions, though noteworthy in 
the characterization of a woman, 
arc not dwelt upon as unusual. Stin- 
ton portrays a woman making a 
difference, but docs not treat the 
event as an exception. 

Another commendable chil- 
dren's author is Canadian Robert 
Munsch. His 1 980 The Paper Bag Prin - 
cess (illustrated by Michael Martch- 
enko) is ideal for breaking down 
stereotypes, as it redefines the for- 
mat of traditional fairytales, in which 
a woman'spowerisdefinedbyhow 
appealing she can be to Prince 
Charming. 

The Paper Bag Princess reverses 
the stereotypes, the heroine herself 
saving the prince from the dragon. 
The princess is active, intelligent 
and inventive. She rescues the prince 
non-violontly, outsmarting the 
dragon rather than slaying it. When 
the prince is free, he scolds her for 
her un-princcsslikc appeaance. 
Hearing this, she decides she does 
not need the prince after all and she 
lives happily everafter without him. 

Though such books arc encour- 
aging first steps, there is still a glut 
of sexist, lazy-minded children's 
litcraturcon the shelves. The groves 
of childhood are ripe for a spraying 
of benevolent propoganda, and 
women need lobe at theforefront of 
the changes, which ought also to 
eliminate the tendency to portray 
only the middle and upper classes 
in modern kids' lit. Because its 
audience is full of unformed and 
open minds, the children's genre 
can be either the most imaginative 
and inspiring of art, or the most 
insidious.

I Didn't Do Anythin 



Intervening in sexism

"I didn't do anything" is a fre- 
quent protest made by women who 
have been subjected to sexual har- 
assment. It isalso the name of an ex- 
periment in audience participation 
performed in Montréal a week ago 
Wednesday, on International 
Women's Day, by Passionate Bal- 
ance, a theatre group based in Ot- 
tawa. 

I Didn't Do Any thing dragged the 
issue of sexual harassment kicking 
and screaming out of closeted of- 
fices and dark classrooms into the 
open forum of the theatre, stressing 
the fact that harassment is not just 
the product of a woman's imagina- 
tion, nor her fault it if occurs. It was 
structured so that members of the 
audience could interject and liter- 
ally stop the act as it occurred. The 
idea was to educate students and 
workers on how to deal with the 
problem when it arises, as well as 
how to prevent it from happening 
in the first place. 

In the first minute, thcactorsand 
actresses bombarded the audience 
with several demonstrations of 
sexual harassment in many settings, 
moods and combinations of gen- 



ders. They then began the first act, 
whichinvovedfivccharactcrsithrce 
women and two men. Two of the 
women were university students, 
the other, a secretary. The two men 
were professors: neither of these 
men maintained professional rela- 
tionships with either the students of 
the secretary. One of the students 
was favoured : she was given higher 
grades, more attention, and invited 
to the professor's house. She was 
extremely uncomfortable with this 
relationship, but did not reject it. 

Then, both professors harassed 
the secretary: on return from a con- 
ference, they presented her with a 
pair of black lace underwear. They 
commented on how she did justice 
to her blouse, questioned her about 
her hot' weekend, personallife.and 
were constantly touching, kissing 
and leaning over her. The secretary 
was visibly uncomfortable with the 
attention, but said nothing. The act 
was a morass of verbal and physical 
sexual tension. 

The second act introduced the 
audience's intervention. It proved 
to be an innovative and interesting 
attempt to untangle the problems 
and confusions presented in Act 
One. The actors began again from 
the beginning, this time stopping to

try out the many twists resulting 
from tho ideas the spectators of- 
fered on how to combat harassment. 

Confrontation was a common 
approach— the woman taking the 
role of the student told the profes- 
sor she was uncomfortable with his 
attention, and stressed that she was 
a student, not a seductress. Other 
approaches included sarcasm, when 
the secretary told the professor that 
he 'obviously had a lot of sexual 
frustration in his marriage'. 

Others suggested that if the har- 
assment was not malicious but 
simply unthinking sexism, a con- 
frontational approach might be too 
harsh and harm the relationship of 
the individuals involved. If the vic- 
tim is fearful of this approach for 
that reason, there arc still more 
subtle actions which can and should 
taken, such as simply stating firmly 
that personal questions are off 
bounds. 

The performers outlined a wide 



variety of options. A letter can be 
written to the harasser, outlining 
incidents and insisting that the har- 
assment end. Talking to others to 
find out whether they, too, have 
been harassed will generate sup- 
port for a decision to take combined 
action. A complaint can be lodged 
with the Dean of a department, or 
with the harassed superviser. For 
advice or counselling, women's 
groups and student services should 
be consulted. At any rate, the har- 
assment need not be tolerated, and 
the victim, although not responsible 
for the problem, must take the mat- 
ter into her hands and sec that it is 
stopped, and proper legal action be 
taken if necessary. 

I Didn't Do Anything was an 
admirable example of artists build- 
ing bridges between their work and 
serious social issues, and as such 
was an exciting contribution to the 
activities of International Women's 
Day.
